It was five years ago after Mrs. Wul- 
feck had read histories of some of her 
allied families that the challenge came 
to her that the adventures and experi- 
ences of her ancestors had ‘produced 
as many interesting and prominent 
people as those” in many other families. 
During the next four years ‘“‘on the spot” 
searching of North Carolina county 
records, augmented by searches in vari- 
ous national, state and county libraries, 
societies and archives brought together 
the names of 5,600 descendants of John 
and Sarah Boone Willcockson who were 
married in 1742 in Berks county, Pa., 
and who eventually became established 
in Kentucky after first migrating to 
Rowan county, North Carolina. Their 
descendants were among the first sett- 
lers of Missouri, Iowa, Texas, California, 
and other western states. 

Sarah Boone was a sister of the Daniel 
Boone of Yadkin River fame. John 
Willcockson was a full brother of George 
and Isaac Willcockson. 

The research disclosed that the Will- 
cockson name was spelled in at least 
thirty different ways by family members. 

Among the family names of descend- 
ants in the first nine generations are

She turned up 
the marriage record of my Rebecca 
Rigdon to Benjamin Peachee II, with 
James Rigdon signing as father of Re- 
becca and Benjamin Peachee I (also a 
veteran of the Revolution of whom I 
already had proof) signing as father of 
Benjamin II. (The researcher charged 


me only $4.00. This was worth much 
more since previously I had the Rigdon 
line only to Rebecca Rigdon. 

In 1958 I inquired about John Mont- 
gomery who had married Lydia Lucas. 
A reader recently sent me the data that 
in a book on records of Forks of the 
Elkhorn Church, Ky., was listed this 
couple’s marriage, 1796, Shelby Co., Ky., 
with Abraham Lucas listed as father of 
Lydia. (I did not know Lydia’s ancestry 
or that Lydia or John had ever lived in 
Kentucky!) I have contacted a researcher 
of Shelbyville, Ky., who advertised in 
your paper, and I am having research 
on the Lucas, Montgomery families done 
at the present time.

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Constant Influx Of New Researchers © Family Notes 
Necessitates Repetition Of Good Advice 


Many times over the past few years 
we have suggested to our readers that 
when they write for assistance from any 
one on genealogical matters, common 
courtesy dictates that they should en- 
close a self-addressed, stamped envelope 
for the expected reply. We have suggest- 
ed this so often in our magazine and in 
our books, that we almost feel ashamed 
to do it again. People who insist on doing 
so have only themselves to blame for 
not receiving the needed information 
they are so eager to obtain. The only 
reason we are repeating the suggestion 
is that someone has again begged us to 
be “the goat”. 

If a reply to your letter isn’t worth 
a four cent stamp, you are wasting your 
time and the four cent stamp you put 
on the letter asking for the information 
you are so anxious to get. 

So here goes for the nth time: Never 
request any one to send you any infor- 
mation on any line in which you are 
interested unless you enclose a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope. 

Naturally the person making the re- 
quest wants tc be incognito. She says, 
“I certainly wouldn’t want my name 
mentioned regarding this in the Helper. 
I do not want to step on anybody’s toes’ 
—so ‘I pass the buck to you, a neutral 
party. As of this past week, I have had 
to start discarding letters which enclose 
no postage — such a shame, for it takes 
time to compose a nice letter of query 
and four cents to send it. Why not four 
cents more to insure an answer.” 

“Lately, since first class mail was 
upped to four cents, I have noticed that 
at least one out of three of the letters 
I receive from amateur searchers con- 
tain no stamps or stamped envelope. 
Since I have managed to get my lines 
registered with several of the better 
genealogical magazines in the last fifteen 
years an quite a few queries published 
there is scarcely a week that goes by 
that I do not receive at least four letters.

Naturally one does 
not expect postage from the latter — I 
am speaking of that first letter to a 
searcher who is a stranger to you and 
you to him.” 

We know just exactly how the lady 
feels about this matter. There are hun- 
dreds and hundreds of people who feel 
exactly the same way. You would feel 
that way too, if you were flooded with 
inquiries without stamps or envelopes.

Alexander, Bentley, Brown, Charles, 
Davis, Dempsey, Fergerson, Hale, John- 
son, Jones, King, McClarty, Moore, Par- 
ker, Perry, Shierling, Welch, and Wil- 
liams.

The early tax lists in the County Commissioners’ Office at the court 
house at Carlisle, Pa. are a valuable source of data for central Pennsyl- 
vania. Many counties were made from Cumberland. Although Cumberland 
was formed in 1750, the earliest original tax records begin with 1762. Sett- 
lers did not return to many sections until after the end of Pontiac’s War

Expert Genealogist Shows How 
Deductions Can Be Drawn From Data 


By George Olin Zabriskie 


The records of the early Reformed 
Dutch Churches in America were usually 
complete as to the maiden names of the 
mothers of the children being christened. 
But this is not true of the Paramus,

Note that some of the entries show 
the father as Jacob C, others as plain 
Jacob. This could mean that two men 
were concerned, but does not prove this 
to be true. But a careful study of the 
christening records reveals that some of 
the children were born too close to- 
gether to have been born of the same 
parents. It is therefore necessary to 
form these children into at least two 
families. 

From the names of the witnesses to 
the christenings two suppositions can be 
made: (1) the two, or more, Elisabeths 
were related to the Hopper and Terhune 
families, and (2) the two, or more, Jacob 
Zabriskies were related to Gerrit and 
Marie Zabriskie and to Christian and 
Maria Zabriskie. Search of the Paramus 
and other church records show that 
Christian Zabriskie and Marie Terhune 
had a son Jacob born Apr 11 1774 and 
christened Apr 24 1774 at Paramus. An- 
other Jacob, son of Albert Jan Zabriskie 
and Geesje Van Hoorn was christened 
Dec 6 1772, also at Paramus. 

Turning to the few printed records of 
the Zabriskie family we find that Vol- 
ume 23 of the New York G. & B. Record 
states that Jacob, son of Christian and 
Maria Zabriskie married Elisabeth “Hop- 
per?” in 1792, and had three children: 
(1) Christian born Jan 6 1798, (2) Steph- 
en, and (3) Gilliam. But Lee’s Gene 
History of New Jersey, page 298 states 
that this Jacob married Elizabeth Ter- 
hune and had five children, including the 
three listed in the record: (1) Christian 
born Jan. 6 1798, (2) Steven, (3) Guil- 
liam born Feb 13 1804, (4) Margaret, 
and (5) Maria. 

Thus the wife of Jacob C Zabriskie was 
likely a Terhune, but she may have been 
a Hopper. Lee’s History, page 285 states 
that Elizabeth Terhune daughter of 
Guillliam Terhune and Margaret Ter- 
hune, born Nov 4 1781, married “a Zab-

New Jersey church. Here the maiden 
names of the mothers must be found 
from other sources. The following rec- 
ords from the Paramus church illustrate 
this point:

riskie whose christian name does not ap- 
pear in the records at hand.” A search 
shows that this Elizabeth was christened 
Nov 4 1780 at Schraalenburgh New Jer- 


sey. Further search reveals that Jacob 
C Zabriskie and Elizabeth Terhune were 
married Feb 5 1797 and confirms the 
fact that they were the parents of the 
five children listed in Lee. 

This leaves three other children in the 
Paramus church records whose parents 
were Jacob and Elizabeth Zabriskie: (1) 
Geesje, born 1795; (2) Aaltje, born 1799. 
and (3) Albert, born 1802. These names 
suggest that the father was the Jacob, 
son of Albert Jan Zabriskie and Geesje 
Van Hoorn who was christened at Para- 
mus in 1772. The witnesses to the 
christening of Aaltje were Hendrick and 
Aaltje Hopper. Following this lead 
shows that this couple had a daughter 
Elizabeth born Apr 12 1774 and christen- 
ed May 8 1774 at Paramus. A search in 
the cemetery records of the locality 
shows that this Elizabeth Hopper was 
buried at the Saddle River Reformed 
Dutch Churchyard as the wife of Jacob 
A Zabriskie. 

Jacob A Zabriskie is not buried beside 
his wife, or at least no stone shows that 
he is. But records concerning him have 
been located at Washington D.C. The 
war records show that he enlisted as a 
private during the War of 1812. The 
land records show that he died at the 
Army Hospital at Plattsburgh, New York 
on Feb 24 1815 of illness. In a paper 
dated Aug 2 1820, Garrit A Zabriskie, 
his brother stated “that Elizabeth is the 
widow of Jacob Zabriskie, and that 
Crissy, now about twenty five years of 
age, Ellen now about twenty years of 
age, and Albert, eighteen years of age 
are the only legitimate heirs of Jacob 
Zabriskie, deceased.” 

We have from various sources, includ- 
ing federal records determined that the 
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eight christened at Paramus as children 

of Jacob and Elizabeth Zabriskie belong- 

ed to two families: (1) Jacob C Zabris- 

kie and Elizabeth Terhune, and (2) 

Jacob A Zabriskie and Elizabeth Hopper. 
Jacob C Zabriskie, son of Christian J 

Zabriskie and Maria Terhune was born 

April 11 1774 and christened April 24 

1774 at Paramus New Jersey. He died 

June 19 1846. He married Feb 5 1997 

Elizabeth Terhune, daughter of Guilliam 

Terhune. She was christened Nov 4 1780 

at Schraalenburgh N.J., and died 24 Sep 

1846.
